The Navy has concluded a review of several ongoing programs 
with the goal of improving surface ship antiair warfare capa- 
bility and increasing competition as rapidly as possible. 

Based on the results of this review, I recommend the following: 

«. • 

a. Cancel the MK 92 Fire Control System Phase III Upgrade 
(phased array radar) in order to provide funds for higher pri- 
ority programs. 

b'. Accelerate the FFG-7 class A AW improvement program by 
early introduction of engagement system (MK 92 FCS Phase II 
coherent receiver transmitter upgrade) and detection system 
(AN/SPS-49(V) 5 and AN/SYS (FFG) ) modifications. 

c. Increase competition by establishing a second source 
for the AEGIS SPY-1B/D radar. 

The Navy will need to request a reprogramming of money 
authorized in FY 83-85 for the MK 92 FCS phased array radar 
upgrade into various fiscal year accounts to partially fund 
these high priority initiatives and the Navy will identify 
offsets to fund the balance. Some of this reprogramming is. 
required to provide the MK 92 FCS contractor increased 
funding in FY 84 and FY 85 to accelerate coherent receiver 
transmitter development* The remainder of the reprogxara»tii4*g 
is required to accelerate development of the FFG-7 class 
detection system modification and to fund the Ac.GIS SPY— IB/D 
second source initiative.

This is to call your attention to the continuing interest 
of this committee with respect to the Mark 92 Fire Control 
System Upgrade Program. 

In 1981, the Congress authorized and appropriated $20 million 
"to begin development of an upgrade to the fire control 
system on FF6 frigates.” In addition, this committee 
recommended that the Navy assign a ’’high priority” to the 
effort. More recently, the committee has expressed concern 
that there have been unacceptable delays in the prosecution 
of this program. 

Significantly, the Navy has presented no convincing arguments 
to indicate that an update is either technically infeasible 
or would fail to enhance the combat capabilities of this 
large, important class of naval warships. Nor has the Navy 
demonstrated that the program, even if pursued only through 
the RDT§E phase, w T ould not be of significant benefit to 
their understanding of the massive AAW problem that faces the 
fleet. 

In this connection, I know you are aware of the substantial 
interest which members of this committee and other committees 
of the Congress have registered in this program. To this 
end, I look forward to reviewing a definitive plan that will . 
serve to optimize the growth potential of the Mark 92 system 
as is clearly warranted by the AAW requirements of the surface 
fleet.
